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Response To Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/7/05 has been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

1) The proposed claim amendment's recitation of "location" has not been directed to 
using the method for location determination, but rather using location as a parameter in 
travel/elapse time determination, which the Peterson reference does. Peterson's use of cellular 
handoff for determining elapse time of road segments having beginning and end points meets 
such "location" limitation as well as the "cells" and "cell boundaries". 

2) Peterson provides average velocity by gathering determined individual velocities. 

3) The citation of Weaver, Jr. et al. in the previous Office action was not relied upon in 
the rejection nor was it an introduction of new ground of rejection, but simply as evidence 
provided to Applicant in response to Applicant's allegation against Examiner's assertion that 
cellular tower or base station ID usage in cellular handoff determination and execution are well 
known in the art. 

4) Further issues regarding the Peterson reference has been addressed in "Response To 
Arguments" section of the previous Office action. 

5) In conclusion, Applicant's arguments are not deemed persuasive, and the rejection is 
maintained as being properly applied.
